MERICAN business men 
nre bidding for de- 
liveries of a new sports style 
shirt which the King has 
helped to design. One 
buyer is flying to Britain to 
see the = shirtmaker—Mr 
Jack Izod—to find out how 
svon the shirt can be mars- 
produced and exported to the 
US. at £5 7s. Gd. each. 


Mr Izod in 80. At his Thames- 
side home, he said: “It will be the 
biggest export of tho year in 
men's wear. The Americans will 
be ordering In thousands.” 


Detalls of the shirt are secret. 
Even staff at Mr Izod's London 
showrooms in Hanover Squaro 
are not allowed to sce copies. The 
first shirt to the King's specifica- 
tlons $s locked jn the showroom 
safe. It is made of knitted wool 
and silk and ts known as the 
“pullover shirt.” A factory in 
Hawick, Scotland, made it after 
special alterations to the tezctile 


Said Izod; “The King ordered 
his shirts last November, It was 
to servo n double- purpose—allow 
complete freedom of movement 
and ensure maximum warmth, He 
wanted the shirts for shooting.”
